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O happy Heaven, among whose spheres 

The Christ-Child’s blazing star appears! 

O happy Magi, from afar, 

Led by the Christ-Child’s blazing star! 
O Bethlehem! O spot most fair, 
For Mary and the Child are there! 
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The “Advent Call” has widely mobilized the Church. And 
“Mobilize” is a word that in its graphic use for our great war- 
marshaling well interprets for the Church the “Stir up” of 
the familiar pre-Advent collect. There are many indications 
that the Woman’s Auxiliary has turned that prayer to blessed 
account. Happily the Epiphany collect phrase gathers up into 
itself another signal instinct of the war. All the mobilization 
was for service. The symbol for service on the flag of honor 
is a star as on the flag of country. Patriotism has expressed 
itself in following the star. And it is “the leading of a star” 
that is made visionful in the Epiphany prayer. How can we 
follow it with the wise men in the same kind of zeal the war- 
service has starred? How can we carry on the spirit of the 
freshened Advent Call devotion with Epiphany steps of seek- 
ing Christ? How can the “stir-up” energize anew the “lead- 
ing?” 

“Fourteen” seems to be a number to conjure with in the 
progress from war to peace as in the fourteen Articles of the 
Armistice. Suppose we appropriate it to put before ourselves 
some Articles which are of moment to any new manifestation 
of Christ to our Church life and peace. Let us answer the 


Epiphany Call to see how far we can make such Articles really _ 


determining. Let us interpret them into action so far as we 
can, in order to make a peace table for the Church while the 
Civil representatives sitting during the same season are around 
their peace table for the world. 


1. The Advent Call to Prayer should have its “next step” 
in the Epiphany Call to better and fuller habits of prayer, 
more regular time for it, more praying for others in it. The 
starlight of the wise men was not a flashlight. 


2. The Epiphany Call is to a thankful, cheery, serene 
religion. The wise men had starlight on their pathway but 
sunlight of the “Light of the world” in their hearts. When 
they saw the star to recall them to their way “they rejoiced 
with exceeding great joy.” 


3. The Epiphany Call is a call to worship. It was the 
immediate effect upon the wise men that they instinctively 
worshiped Christ as a credential of their realizing that they 
had found Him. Advent Prayer is star-led to Epiphany wor- 
ship. Worship was the simple recognition on the part of the 
wise men that their quest had been satisfied. So will it be 
with those who go to the Church and to the Altar to find 
Christ present. 


4. The Epiphany Call identified offering with worship. 
The gifts of the wise men spoke for their gratitude. They in- 
stantly offered up of their treasures. Gold, frankincense and 
myrrh they presented as a sort of sign language of what 
Christ meant to them. It was their way of spelling worship— 
“worth-ship.” 


5. The Epiphany Call is a call to search the Bible for 
Christ. The wise men after turning aside to Jerusalem were 
put back in their way by the prophets that under Herod’s 
questions were consulted, who designated Bethlehem. And 
the habit of daily Bible reading and study, helped by some 
simple selections like those put forth by the Board of Chris- 
tian Education, sounds a timely and loud call for aittention. 
Are not many of our Christian people in need of just such a 
pe cable of habit to find their way back to the living, loving 


6. The Epiphany Call is the call to make Christ the goal 
of all our earthly pilgrimage. The wise men made Him their 
journey motive. Few can so fully and honestly reach this

standard of life as did St. Paul when he said “for me to live 
is Christ,” but all can try to have the habit grow upon them. 


7. The Epiphany Call is a call to standardizing all our 
successes or standing in life by our putting them to the test 
of coming with them into the white light of Christ’s presence. 
The wise men did that with their wisdom. Any plans or suc- 
cesses which would shrivel or shame us in such a light are a 
self-indictment. 

8. The Epiphany Call is a call to comradeship for Christ. 
The alliance of the wise men was not for self-interest. It was 
for worship rather than for partnership. The tie that bound 
them to Christ was the tie that bound them to each other and 
to missions. 


9. The Epiphany Call is a call to witness to Christ. There 
was only a very small group of the wise men, and yet they 
found a radiant center to searchlight the whole Gentile world. 
We must get over the idea of making quantity a fetich of our 
religion and have a recall to quality. It is the little group 
with the Christ-fire in the heart that most effectively warms 
and witnesses for Him. 


10. The Epiphany Call is a call to recognize the kingly 
power of Christ in the world’s affairs. The wise men sought a 
king with the Oriental notions of regal display and found a 
Child with the humblest surroundings. The Church must in 
like manner be sagacious to divine the hiding of Christ power 
back of all ideals of earthly display of Church numbers or 
buildings or wealth or influence. 

11. The Epiphany Call is a call to lean upon God’s guid- 
ance rather than upon our own preconceived notions. The wise 
men made a mistake in going to Jerusalem in their own idea 
that naturally the King of the Jews they were seeking would 
be found in the Capital of Jewry. When they sought again 
the leading of the star and the prophecy God showed them the 
way they should walk into Bethlehem. 

12. The Epiphany Call is a call not easily to be diverted 
from our purpose to find progress toward Christ. Herod tried 
to make the wise men party to his policy and plot in bidding 
them return to him after they had found the young child, 
disguising his real intent under the subtle suggestion that he 
wished also to go and worship him. God’s warning to them 
is to us also that many a temptation comes to the Church to 
play into the hands of those who under the pretense of wishing 
to promote it, really wish to use and discredit it. 

13. The Epiphany Call is a call to give Christ the prior 
claim upon the best that we are or have or can do. The wise 
men might have decided on their long journey that after all 
it was just the time to make their venture over into a Jeru- 
salem business trip. They could follow their gold, frankin- 
cense and myrrh there while they were following the star and 
take in Bethlehem as a side trip. 

14. The Epiphany Call is a call to put ourselves on record 
as seizing the responsibility and giving our very best time 
and attention to any duty we assume representatively for the 
Church. The wise men were representatives who did not fall 
down, except in their suggestive worship, and did not shirk. 
Does not this set a pace for all those for example who are to be 
elected to Vestries, Mission officers or as delegates to Conven- 
tion or the House of Churchwomen at the approaching Annual 
elections of the congregations of the Diocese early in January, 
1919? Will not our Clergy and congregations try to visualize 
the spiritual life of the Diocese and as a follow-up of the

The Late Bishop Funsten. 

A third vaeaney in the Episcopate of the Province of the 
Pacifie is caused by the sudden death of the late Bishop of 
Idaho, cf which we were only able to publish the bare an- 
nouncement in our last number. A man to be singled out any- 
where as a leader, Bishop Funsten, of stalwart and soldierly 
bearing interpreted to citizen and Churchman alike the dignity 
and power of a true Bishop for American traditions and con- 
ditions. Idaho appreciated that and recognized in his sound 
work and administration of a score of years the real genius 
of religion and of the Church. He was a credential, an “evi- 
denee” of Christianity. His brethren im the Episcopate and 


all who had the closer opportunity of knowing him felt with 
others this modest strength and consecration to his office and 
to his high ideals for his Master’s service, but more than that 
they knew the atmosphere of his genial and loving personality. 
The truest type of a Virginian birthright as a gentleman was 
sanctified by the most genuine new birthright of a Christian. 
Firm in conviction, both Evangelie and Catholic in his Church 
poise, patient with pioneering problems, constructive in policies 
and resourceful in the uwpbuilding and upkeep of his congrega- 
tions and institutions, the statistics of his twenty years in the 
Episeopate will show his benediction both from and to his 
office. But his dear memory will not rest in statistics but in 
terms of a brother beloved and a Bishop nobly fulfilling his 
mission. We called attention in our last number in connection 
with the announcement of his death to words from his pen 
printed in the same number. 

He had written an especial Christmas Message for our 
columns, (which was received on the morning after his death), 
and we reprinted his “Thanksgiving and Advent Pastoral.” 
How suggestive now is that extract from his Christmas senti- 
ment: “Into every heart into which Christ comes by faith, 
comes the Divine nature, and with it the birth of all that is 


pure, noble and Godlike in human life. It is here that we 


find the birthplace both of service and sacrifice. Here is the 
beginning of the path which through many windings leads 
the children of men to be partakers of the Divine nature, and 
at last to come to the presence and vision of God and the City 
of the Almighty.” 

His path has led to that Presence.

Provision is made in the new articles for a Board of five 
Bishops with large Visitorial powers, looking to their appoint- 
ment by the Synod of the Province of the Pacific. It was at 
first contemplated to extend the membership of the Corpora- 
tion to the Province but the law of California limits such 
membership to residents of the State. 

Though war conditions have reduced the number of 
students as at our other Seminaries there are already indica- 
tions that there is much thought of service in the Ministry 
on the part of those who have been in war service. The 
Alumni Association jointly with the Alumnz Association of 
the Deaconess’ Training School of the Pacific sent out to the 
Clergy of the Province the following request for prayers in 
connection with the Advent Ember Week:

It needs 
no prompting from us not to let that great opportunity slip.

| THE BisHop’s OFFICE, 
My Dear BRETHREN OF THE STANDING COMMITTEE: August 28, 1918. 


Your full and painstaking survey of the Diocese undertaken at my request and magnifying for me your canonical 
resource as my Council of Advice, furnished the desired exhibit of our general conditions as they stood at the close of 
twenty-five years of my Episcopate. That survey has already led to beneficial action on several lines of suggestions 
made by you for betterment, notably in our missionary and financial systems. In asking for that survey I had in 
mind another counselling with you, sooner or later, in a matter in which perhaps the necessity of the case dictated a 
study of the work more from the standpoint of the Bishop, though in entire keeping with and much helped by, your 
independent survey. After deliberation and prayer for guidance, I am strong in the belief that the time has now come 
for me to confer with you about it. As prefatory to it, however, I ought to say that with all my profound sense of 
personal shortcoming, I have never been happier in my Office than today, and never have the consideration and 
loyalty and loving kindness of the Clergy and Laity of the Diocese in all these years of unfailing continuance meant 
more to me than now. Furthermore, the action I propose must in any event take considerable time and allow for 
careful consideration and development of its several canonical steps. 

Outlooks and opportunities as well locally, as in the world at large under its upset of war wrack, presage the call 
for increasing vigor of administration in the Diocese. While at present blessed with excellent health I cannot hope 
to escape the limitations of advancing years, much less can I count on meeting this challenge for new vigor. Maxim- 
izing claims for leadership should never be allowed to drift into dependence upon minimizing energies. Accordingly, 
after prolonged reflection it is my purpose to ask the Convention of the Diocese at the next session in January (later 
called for February) 1919, to initiate the necessary canonical procedure for the election of a Bishop-Coadjutor for the 
Diocese. 

While not in this communication attempting to state the grounds for such request as formally as for the Conven- 
tion itself, in order to present the proposed action intelligently to you let me first recall to you the canonical steps 
involved, then give something of a forecast of what seems to me should be the statement of the assignment of duties 
to a Bishop-Coadjutor required by the Canons and then note some points in which I earnestly seek your counsel. 

I. The process for securing a Bishop-Coadjutor, pursuant to such a request, as defined by the Canons, Canon 9, 
Section II, of the General Canons, is this, viz: 

(a) The Convention of the Diocese asks for consent to elect a Bishop-Coadjutor when as in this case the request 
is made “by reason of the extent of Diocesan work.” This consent for our purpose would be required from a majority 
of the Bishops and the several Standing Committees. 

(b) Such consent being given the Diocese can proceed to the election as in Article XIX of our Constitution with 
its provision for due notice either at an annual or special Convention. 

(c) To such election consent must be had from a majority of the Standing Committees and Bishops, or, from the 
General Convention, if the election shall have taken place within three months of its meeting. 

(d) All the foregoing steps having been favorably taken, the Consecration of the Bishop-Coadjutor-elect follows 
in due procedure. 

II. Assignment of duties as proposed: 

The determining conviction in such assignment it seems to me should be this: new leadership should have a free 
course for new policies; a new Church generation involves new responsibility and initiative; such responsibility and 
initiative properly belong not to the quasi vicariate of a predecessor but to a position of original and authoritative 
status. Succession in our See at any rate should be empowered with ready grasp of administration not awaiting the 
death of the Bishop, but at the first moment practicable for the worthy Bishop-Coadjutor to take primary and auton- 
omous charge. His vision and his fresh energies and abilities should have first glow functioning with no second place 
adjustments, if the best efficiency is to result for the Diocese and for himself. Obviously no one can be more pro- 
foundly wrapped up in the welfare of the Diocese than one to whom its interests and its personnel have been like a 
second nature day and night for nearly a full generation. And it would be my hope to spend the years that are left to 
me in some useful auxiliary sphere, say of fostering, so far as I could, our institutions and the training and advance- 
ment of Candidates for the Ministry in preaching and assisting otherwise as my services might be desired. But just 
because by actual count of years another generation is due in the Episcopate here—and I am only speaking for this 
Diocese—I believe the leader for that generation, especially as so many things in Church and State are themselves at 
an undoubtable turning point, to mark in a measure things new, should be as unmistakably authorized and as 
cordially recognized as, I found myself, when coming as Assistant Bishop, to strike out for administration on his own 
lines. In view of all this I distinctly propose to assign to the Bishop-Coadjutor the first-hand administration of the 
Diocese in its oversight of its Parishes and Missions and of its general policies. 

III. Points queried: 

1. The following is suggested as a sequence for the steps to be taken, viz: 

(a) Our Convention asking for consent to elect a Bishop-Coadjutor at its next regular session in January, 1919, 
(later called for February). 

(b) If such consent is given by the Bishops and Standing Committees, calling of a special Convention for the 
election at some available date in 1919, possibly within three months of the general Convention which is to assemble 
in October of that year. 

(c)’ Consecration of Bishop-Coadjutor-elect early in the year 1920, possibly at the time of the Annual Convention 
in February. 

As June 24, 1920, St. John Baptist’s Day, if I am alive then, will round out full thirty years of my Episcopate 
and will find me turned into the seventy-second year of my age, that date has occurred to me as one for the formal 
taking effect of my assignment of the full administration of the Diocese to a Bishop-Coadjutor. 

It will be noticed that such a forecast looks somewhat ahead and though dating the first step from next January, 
is quite gradual in its full realization in 1920—would the Standing Committee deem it wise to revise or to expedite it, 
and if so, how? | 

2. I feel decidedly that the time is inopportune to raise any question of added financial liability for the Diocese. 
Indeed one object of the considerable accessions to the fund for the Endowment of the Episcopate made in recent 
years from the Anniversary Fund (so generously provided by its givers and happily promoted by Archdeacon Emery, 
making it now about seventy thousand dollars) has been to try to decrease assessments. I propose then that two- 
thirds of the present Episcopal salary together with the Bishop’s House, or revenues from its lease, be appropriated 
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In a simpler sphere such an adjustment would by no means 


for the Bishop-Coadjutor to begin from his Consecration.

The question in which I feel your judgment would help is whether it would be an adequate arrangement for a 
Bishop-Coadjutor. 
Submitting then these points for your counsel and valuing any advice you may deem helpful in the whole matter, |

May I venture to hope for some expression in writing from your Committee, if practicable, after your stated meeting 
in September.

The Diocese cannot without bf 
sorrow and hesitation surrender your noble leadership. You are so woven into its life and into ours as our Bishop Ls 
that any thought of change in that relationship is disturbing and more than unwelcome. } 

On the other hand this very close and affectionate relationship which your Clergy and people bear towards you ft 
and their overflowing gratitude to God for your Ministry among them combine to make consideration for you our first 
duty. We recognize your right to ask for relief from the more arduous duties of your office. We recognize that the | ' 
many new problems arising in Church and State make a drain upon your strength which we have no right to ask. 
Your counsel and spiritual leadership may still be ours and we feel that reluctant though it be to do so, the Diocese } 
must accept your wish in the matter. ) 

You ask our judgment upon certain points presented in your letter and upon others we venture to comment in 
view of the importance of the matter to. the Diocese. 

No. 1.—In regard to the definition of the status of the Coadjutor we understand that it is your intention to give 
to him practically all the Episcopal responsibility of the Diocese other than the superintendence of the candidates for 
the Ministry. We desire to say to you that if it is in accordance with your own feeling, and would not put too much 
strain upon you nor obscure your purpose to give the Coadjutor freedom of initiative we believe that the Diocese 
would welcome your retaining some further responsibility than you have indicated. You have yourself made a sug- ) 
gestion in reference to Church institutions which would indicate what we have in mind. You might retain for your- . 
self responsibility for all those Church institutions of which you are ex-officio President or Trustee or to which you 7 | 
stand in any other ex-officio relation. There are other ways by which the respective spheres of the Bishop and the 3 
Coadjutor could be defined and still carry out your purpose. We make this particular suggestion only to indicate the ) 
kind of thing which we have in mind. Of all the questions involved in your decision this is clearly the one which is a 
most entirely in your hands but recognizing that, we have ventured to touch upon the matter. 

No. 2.—You asked our judgment upon the sequence of steps which you propose. We are entirely in accord with 
you in regard to “A,” namely, the presentation of your request to our Convention in January, 1919, and also in regard ) 
to “C” and the suggestions in the paragraphs that follow. We are most heartily in accord with the dates which you 
set. They are most appropriate. On the other hand we feel that it would be wise to expedite the calling of the y 
Special Convention for election. During the period between the announcement of your purpose and the completion of : 
the election little else than the important question involved is likely to occupy the thought of the Diocese. The ' 
period will be disturbed in any case and it is our judgment that it should be as short as is consistent with the proper 
handling of the matter. Between two and three months should suffice to get the consent of the Bishops and Standing 
Committees. It would seem possible, therefore, to arrange for the Special Convention to be held about four weeks 
after Easter. 

For the same reason we believe it would be advisable to make no announcement of your purpose until such time 
preceding our January Convention as seems to you needful. 

No. 3.—You ask finally our judgment upon your proposal in regard to the salary. Your question is whether your ; 
proposed assignment for the Bishop-Coadjutor is adequate. Our answer is that we think so, but we must add that | 
we do not think you have made adequate provision for yourself. You have, however, clearly indicated to the Diocese 
your desire and readiness to surrender a sufficient portion of your salary to make possible the election of a Coadjutor 
without putting upon the Parishes and Missions further financial burden. Your purpose and position in the whole t 
matter being clear, the Convention will be free to act in accordance with its own judgment; and we wish to assure 
you of our confidence that the Convention will respond in a generous and large-hearted manner to this more than 
generous and large-hearted proposal which you have made. 

These are, we believe, dear Bishop, the chief points upon which you asked our counsel. We are glad to give you if 
the help of such poor wisdom as we possess upon this matter and we beg you to believe that however inadequate or 
unsatisfactory may be our words, our he&rts are full of love and appreciation of all you have been to us and to the 
Diocese and our sorrow is great that the time is approaching for this step. We beg that you will command our time if 
and service whenever you may feel that we can help you. if

It is with feelings very difficult to express adequately that the members of the Standing Committee have re- 


The Rev. R. Marshall Harrison, D. D., Rector of St. Paul’s 
Church, Bellingham, and Dean of the Whatcom Convocation 
in the Diocese of Olympia, entered into the rest of Paradise 
last month after a long period of ill health though not of idle- 
ness. He was born in London of Scottish parents and received 
his college and seminary education there but was ordained to 
the Diaconate and Priesthood by Bishop Littlejohn of the Dio- 
cese of Long Island. His early ministry was in New York, 
New Jersey and Philadelphia and was a popular lecturer. His 
principal themes were “Talking and Talkers” and “Prohibi- 
tion.” He came to the Pacific Coast in 1911 and became Rector 
of St. Luke’s Parish, Los Gatos, Cal., from which he went to 
his important work in the Diocese of Olympia. Just before his 
decease he began to issue a series of “Romaha Papers” for popu- 
lar use in giving information about the Church and religion, 
the name being formed from the first two letters in his three 
names. There is great need for such literature and it is hoped 
that others may be moved to continue on this coast that which 
he began so auspiciously. That he was appreciated in Belling- 
ham is evidenced by the following from a local paper: 


“Ever since his advent here he has been a citizen with a 
big ‘C,’ taking an interest in everything that looked toward the 
betterment of our municipality. An ardent believer in his own 
communion and its teachings, he yet has often preached in dif- 


ferent denominational churches here. He has hosts of friends 
in them all, and has probably not an enemy in the entire city. 

“His kindly nod will long be remembered; and the genial 
smile with which it was always accompanied seemed to bubble 
up from a heart overflowing with affection for his kind. He 
was often surprised by people who were absolute strangers to 
him, grasping his hand with a hearty shake, and then passing 
on, sometimes without saying a word. His clerical attire did 
not separate him from his fellow men, but rather seemed to 
draw them closer to him; for here, they seemed to think, was 
a man to whom they could reveal their spiritual problems, with 
the absolute certainty that he would help them in their solu- 
tion, if he could. From laboring men to members of the 
learned professions he seemed equally to be trusted and be- 
lieved in.”

The Chapel in Inverness. 
By Miss Joserpurne. M. Hype. 


Off in the forest, under the pines of Inverness a little 
Chapel is now ready for service. Nowhere on the North 
American continent could a more fitting spot be found where 
the Church should have a shrine because it was at Drake’s Bay, 
so near Inverness, that in June, 1579, Francis Fletcher, Drake’s 
chaplain, held Church services. He was the first in Anglican 
orders to read prayers on our northern continent. He was at 
the bay five weeks and held service daily. Hence that is a hal- 
lowed region for the Church and it is a most appropriate one 
if its Chapels should be near that 16th century landmark. 

This little rustic shrine has been built by the untiring 
zeal of two devout Churchwomen. For years little by little, 
penny by penny, their hoard was collected and little by little, 
beam by beam the rude framework was put up. About eighteen 
years ago Mrs. Sarah Godley and her dear friend Miss Selena 
Patterson conceived the idea of building an Episcopal Church 
in Inverness. Mrs. Godley gave a lot under the pine trees on 
which it could be built and the two women worked busily to 
carry out their project. Mrs. Godley was a woman of remark- 
able personality and power, and Miss Patterson was her ever- 
ready helper. They gave a few entertainments but their earn- 
ings were principally from their needlework. In a few years 
they accumulated enough to build a little guild hall with a 
fireplace. They furnished it with chairs; tables, a bookcase, and 
a chest to hold the sewing. Outside near the door they had 
some benches and a rustic lectern put under the pines. Serv- 
ices could be held either indoors, or if preferred, outdoors on 
warm summer days. Many beautiful services were held out in 
the sunshine. 

The earthquake of 1906 created great havoc in Inverness. 
The brick chimney of the guild hall was thrown down and the 
walls shattered. But, nothing daunted, the two brave women 
redoubled their efforts and rebuilt the guild. This took many 
dollars out of the savings intended for the Church, but they 
were happy to see the repairs completed, for they realized 
agg a power for good their crude little ark was to the village 

e. 

Mrs. Godley did not know this was her last earthly work. 
In 1908, at the age of seventy-two she passed to the life beyond. 
Surely her energies and her prayers there must have helped 
on the work here. She left a lovely spiritual influence behind 
her, sweet and subtle as the fragrance of her loved pines. Miss 
Patterson continued her efforts as though her friend’s inspir- 
ing presence was at her side. She tried to have services dur- 
ing the summer, and being a remarkable knitter, besides her 
sewing she knitted sweaters and beautiful lace. Her busy 
fingers earned enough to build a fence around the lot. She 
knitted on and put her savings in the bank so that it might 
accumulate to build the Church, as Mrs. Godley wished. 

In the summer of 1917 Bishop Nichols came to Inverness 
to officiate at the Drake celebration. He marvelled at what 
Miss Patterson had accomplished with her knitting needles. 
He was enthusiastic to have a Church built at once or the 
guild hall enlarged so that it would be better suited for Church 
purposes. This latter proposition seemed the more practical 
as at that disturbed war time sufficient money could not be 
raised for a new Church building, while there was money 
enough in Miss Patterson’s savings to add a sanctuary to the 
guild and to buy an organ. These improvements were made 
and an altar and cross were given by St. John’s Church, Oak- 
land, so that one end of the guild room was converted into a 
Chapel. 

The following summer when Bishop Nichols came to In- 
verness to assist at Drake Day, he opened the services by 
consecrating the little woodland Chapel at two o'clock, June 
18, 1918. The Bishop told how Drake and Chaplain Fletcher 
had brought the Christian ideal to our land and how we must 
strive to maintain that sublime ideal. 

This Chapel shows what is being accomplished by the un- 
tiring devotion of our Churchwomen. One offers a lily, another 
a violet. Besides all her work for the Chapel, this year our 
gentle benefactress has generously given some cottages in 
Inverness to the Church in order that tired Clergymen and 
friends of the Episcopal Church might be refreshed in that 
forest retreat which is only a few miles north of San Francisco. 

It is hoped that a minister can be here most of the time 
to encourage Church interest and to carry out the wishes of 
these two gentlewomen. All this offering of love to Christ 
will surely bring many hearts to feel the glow of His Heart.

The Woman’s Auxiliary. 


The January Diocesan Meeting will be held at Grace 
Chapel on Monday, January 6th, at 2:30 p.m. A number of 
questions connected with Auxiliary work will be discussed 
and it is hoped that all the Branches will be represented. 

The generous response of the Branches made it possible to 
send three good Christmas boxes to Missionaries, two in our 
own Diocese and one in the Diocese of Sacramento. The 
boxes have often gone directly from the Branch to the Mis- 
sionary, but this time it was the Secretary’s privilege to see 
the contents of one of them, and it was a great pleasure to 
mark the loving interest that made the gifts a token of our 
co-operation in the work of those who represent us in the 
Mission field. 

The Advent Call has met a response in this Diocese which 
showed how wise and timely was the plan for the War Work 
of the Woman’s Auxiliary. The work of the Red Cross and 
other relief societies to which our women have devoted them- 
selves, is of course for the material side of the world crisis— 
this call to prayer satisfies the desire of all Christian women 
to be im wnion with God’s plan for the new civilization. 

Several causes combined to postpone the preparations for 
the Advent Call, but on November 10 the Bishop called to- 
gether the Pilgrimage of Prayer Committee which he had 
continued from last year, and plans were formulated for reach- 
ing every woman with the appeal for regular prayer. A 
committee prepared a prayer card for California, containing 
with a few others the two prayers given us by the Bishop as 
especially needful at this time, namely, the Thanksgiving for 
Victory and the prayer that men and women who have given 
themselves so freely for Country may heed the call to give 
their lives to the Holy Ministries. 

Mrs. Monteagle, Mrs. Holmes and Mrs. Elliott were untir- 
ing in their visits to Parishes and Missions to prepare for the 
systematic visitation of the women, and the leaflets sent from 
New York with our own prayer card were sent to every Parish 
and Mission. 

On Monday, December 2nd, the Bishop opened the Advent 
Week with a Celebration of the Holy Communion at the 
Cathedral and spoke of the possibilities of such a movement 
as the Advent Call leading to a spiritual revival throughout 
the Church. This service took the place of the usual Diocesan 
Monthly Meeting, there being but a brief business meeting 
following. 

The Clergy have been most helpful in furthering the Ad- 
vent Call, holding special services and making prayer the 
topic of their sermons. In many Parishes the Churches were 
kept open for private intercession every day or on certain 
days, and arrangements were made by local committees for 
continuous intercession on those days. At the Cathedral the 
Bishop’s room was used as an oratory, where continuous in- 
tercession was offered all the week. 

How complete is the spiritual awakening resultant from 
this movement, no one can tell, but the many promises of 
regular prayer for the great needs of today insure more 
fervent and united supplication, which must strengthen both 
the intercessors and the cause for which they pray. 


The Spirit of Missions. 

We wish to eall especial attention to the opportunity of- 
fered to each parish and mission to circulate and bring atten- 
tion to this most excellent source of information as to the use 
to which their offerings in the red side of their envelopes is 
put. Of all Missionary Magazines published this is the best 
as acknowledged by all who have seen and read it. 

The Lenten Offering Number (March, 1919), is offered in 
quantities at a rate that will enable the children to sell them 
at the usual price (10 cents) and yet add to their Lenten Offer- 
ing (which helps out also in the Parish Apportionment) and 
lets the people know what the Church is doing in fulfillment 
of its commission to preach the Gospel throughout the world. 

Rectors and Missionaries should send at once (before Jan- 
uary 15) to Rev. C. E. Betticher, 281 Fourth Avenue, New York, 
for copies for their Sunday School Children to sell, which may 
be paid for in April at 5 cents each and sold for 10 cents, one- 
half of which is credited to the offering of the Sunday School. 
And further a commission of 15 cents is allowed for new and 
renewed subscriptions at $1.00 a year. 

May we not in this way endeavor to begin the year by an 
earnest effort to insure a much larger offering from every con- 
gregation and Sunday School and remove the stigma that 
comes from being so far behind in our Apportionment, which 
was short over $9000 last year, more than half of what was 
asked for?

REV. CLIFTON MACON. 

There is manifestly much anxiety om the part of the 
Clergy, Vestries and Church boards because of inadequate in- 
come. They are wondering how they shall be able to meet 
present needs, and are still more disturbed about the future. 
What is the matter? Why is it that when there is more money 
in circulation, and when it is more generally distributed than 
ever before im the history of our nation, the Church is “hard 
up?” 

The answer seems to be easy. It is because we are trying 
to do an impossible thing, something which is nowhere else 
being attempted, namely, to finance the institution with the 
same rate of income that we received five years ago. No other 
institution, or family, has been able to do this. Government 
statisticians tell us that during the past five years the cost 
of living has advanced fifty to sixty per cent. We know that 
wages and profits have correspondingly advanced. Therefore 
wage earners and corporations have been able to meet the 
higher cost of living amd operation. The Church seems to be 
the only institution which has not awakened to the require- 
ments of the time. She is paying as much for all of the 
necessities of maintenance such as fuel, lights, repairs and 
materials as do individuals and other institutions, without 
making any provision for a corresponding inflow of money. 

Income from pew rents, pledges and loose offerings have 
remained stationary, why? Because no steps have been taken 
to increase them. 

Why should pews be rented at a loss? Why should offer- 
ings of all kinds be allowed to remain the same as they were 
before expenses began to rise? 

Everything else costs far more, many times double; re- 
ligious privileges and requirements are the only cheap things 
today. The situation is truly shameful. 

Clergy and Vestries are chiefly to blame. They should 
long ago have faced the anomaly and busied themselves to 
arouse the people. The people are thoughtless but never wil- 
fully mean. The war has taught us that in every country 
when they have been fully instructed as to the need, and their 
duty, they have responded magnificently, and they will always 
do so. The people of the Church were properly informed of 
the need for Clergy Pensions, and we still rejoice in what 
they did. They have not been awakened to the meaning of the 
present condition in Church finance, and consequently are 
not responding. 

We have had drive after drive for various war objects; de- 
mands hitherto unheard of have been placed upon the people 
of every class, and they have always done more than was 
asked of them. The Church alone has made no drive, no de- 
mands and therefore has not received anything. 

Are the leaders of the Church asleep? Will they allow 
the work of the Church to continue to languish because of lack 
of initiative and enterprise? Shall religion be held in contempt 
as the only thing in the world that is cheap? 

It is good to hear that in California, Minnesota and New 
York plans are already under way to remove this stigma that 
rests upon us; may the movement widen until it inciudes 
every congregation in the nation and in the Mission field. 

There is a moral aspect of this matter which is very 
serious and which must be met if the Church is not to be fur- 
ther discredited. She has rightly taught the scriptural 
principle that the laborer is worthy of his hire; she has 
preached fairness and justice; she has demanded that em- 
ployers everywhere shall pay a proper wage. She must prac- 
tice what she preaches. She is not doing it. The Government, 
banks, railroads, corporations and families have met the in- 
creased cost of living by an increased wage. Many have done 
this voluntarily, others under compulsion. The Church has 
not been compelled and she has not volunteered’ consequently 
her salaried people are, with few exceptions, shamefully under- 
paid. This is first, because they will not strike; and secondly, 
because nobody has taken the trouble to increase the income 
so that she may pay a fair wage. The Church should be the 
last one to take advantage of the spirit of patience, long suffer- 
ing and self-sacrifice. Practically she is doing this very thing. 
Many congregations are riding upon the backs of their Clergy 
and other salaried servants. Their members are making com- 
mendable sacrifices for other causes, but not for the Church 
of Christ. 

Far-seeing business men on vestries and boards certainly 
know that ravens have ceased to feed the hungry, and that 
the miraculous barrel of meal and cruse of oil were peculiar to 
another age. They certainly know that insufficient income 
tends to anxiety and dissatisfaction and that these lead to 
decreased efficiency. 


No, the Church cannot allow present conditions to con- 
tinue; she cannot afford to make religion a cheap thing; she 
should not be less fair than other institutions. Shall she then 
continue to be an unfair employer? When the nation is teach- 
ing the people, so successfully, the duty of large sacrifices for 
a great cause shall the Church be over-indulgent? shall the 


nation be a wiser and better teacher tham she? The answer 
to all these questions should be im the form of a mighty 
chorus rising from the hearts and lips of all her children, and 
it should be an emphatic “NO.” 

What shall be the remedy? Start at once a drive in every 
Parish and Mission, at home and abroad, for a larger income 
for pew rentals,* pledges, loose offerings and other devotions. 
Let the slogan be PRAY—PLAN—PROVIDE. Give the people 
a chance to vindicate themselves. Then they will be sure to 
say: “As we have dome more for the Government, and more 
for ourselves, we will not discriminate against the Church; 
we will do more for her also. We will not allow our religion 
to appear cheap and contemptible. We will make a drive for 
the furtherance of Cnhrist’s Kingdom on earth; we will Pray, 
Plan and Provide. 


*Note: I am opposed to rented pews, but wherever the Church 
continues the system, those who rent them should pay a largely 
increased rate since all other special comforts and conveniences 
have greatly increased in price. M. 


Ordination of Ex-Prince of New Zealand in Arkansas. 


On St. Andrew’s Day a very unusual event took place in 
Little Rock, Arkansas, in the ordination to the Priesthood of 
the Rev. Dr. Edward de Claybrook, the ex-Prince of New Zea- 
land, who is a full-blooded Maori. He is the eldest son of 
the late King Guillermo Eldabo DeBarroarryo (William Ed- 
ward de Claybrook), and was born in New Zealand on August 
5, 1870. At the age of 14 his father rebelled against the 
English Government, and being overpowered was taken pris- 
oner and banished to St. Helena, where later he died in the 
house in which Napoleon passed away. 

The entire Royal family, consisting of the mother, three 
brothers and a sister were exiled and allowed to settle in 
France. Later, the subject of this sketch was sent to the United 
States by the London Missionary Society and educated at the 
University of California. From there he went to the Roger 
Williams College of Nashville, Tenn., where he took his degree 
of B.A. He returned to England, where he was made Super- 
intendent of Missions by the London Missionary Society and 
spent four years in its service in Africa and other fields. 
Returning to this country he entered the regular ministry of 
the Baptist denomination and was for four years the pastor 
of Zion Baptist Church, Denver, Colo., the largest colored 
congregation in the West. In 1900 he accepted a commission 
as interpreter of five languages in the Philippines, which posi- 
tion he filled for eight years. He then went to Pekin, China, 
where he acted as Chimese interpreter for two years, and re- 
turning again to this country he was called as pastor of the 
Metropolitan Baptist Church at Kansas City, Kansas, where 
he served two years, but on account of poor health he resigned 
and took charge of the Zion Mission at Vancouver, B. C. 

In January, 1917, he came to Arkansas, where Bishop Win- 
chester discovered him and brought him into the Church. He 
was placed in care of Archdeacon Johnson of Little Rock to 
prepare for the Ministry and ordered Deacon May 29, 1917, 
and placed in charge of St. Mary’s Church, Hot Springs, Ark., 
where he worked and studied under the direction of the 
Rev. Dr. Liwyd. 

He was ordained Priest at St. Phillip’s Church, Little 
Rock, on November 30 by Bishop Winchester, assisted by 
Bishop Demby, Arehdeacon Johnson, Rev. Samuel E. Wells 
and the Rev. Walter E. Bentley, Rector of the Church of the 
Ascension, Brooklyn and temporarily in charge of Christ 
Church, Little Rock. 

The Rev. Mr. De Claybrook received the degree of D. D. 
from the University of China on May 19, 1908. 


A Now Yess 


Girls and women, if you had your wish, what circum- 
stances would you choose in which to fit yourselves for a fine 
life in the wonder-working days now coming to the world? 

Consider the following: A university town with its cul- 
tural atmosphere; a household which habitually maintains 
high ideals, stabilized by habits of worship; and a family 
group enlivened by about fifteen merry, high-principled college 
girls. These are the surroundings which the Deaconess Train- 
ing School of the Pacific now offers to those women who come 
to live as students beneath its roof.

The Rev. A. W. Bell writes that all his plans for special 
services during Advent had to be relinquished as Mrs. Bell 
and three daughters all came down with the influenza at once. 
As nurses and help are very scarce he sent for his eldest 
daughter, Miss Victoria, who is in the Training School at St. 
Luke's Hospital, San Francisco, to come and nurse them. Miss 
Victoria has had a good deal of experience for a Junior as she 
has been all through the siege of influenza when many nurses 
were sick and has escaped it herself. She was of valuable 
assistance to her father, and her mother and sisters are now 
well on the road to recovery. Mr. Bell so far has escaped it. 
Schools opened again the first Monday in January, as the 
epidemic seems to be dying down here. 


The world has been fighting for the: principles of Right, 
Honor and Justice. Are they not the principles Christ gave us? 
And the only way to perpetuate them is to support that or- 
ganic Body from which comes this inspiration. All the Human- 
itarian organizations for the relief of the sick and suffering 
draw their inspiration from the Church of Christ. Therefore 
the just claims of the Church come first. Christ is no cringing 
beggar dependent on the spasmodic offerings of a charitably- 
inclined public. He has a right to demand the support of His 
own divinely-appointed Organism. Education will not save 
mankind. Democracy will not save mankind. They both need 
the guiding hand of God and the teaching of His Church to 
give men right motives in the use of knowledge and power. 
Our “Duty to God” comes first. We cannot honestly plead 
claims of other calls. The world at large is beginning to real- 
ize it cannot do without the Religion of Christ's Church, with 
its teaching and Sacraments, in these trying days of epidemic 
and war.

The Church of the Incarnation, Santa Rosa, Cal 


Christmas of 1918 was ushered in by the ringing of a new 
bell given in memory of our late Rector, the Rev. W. E. Pot- 
wine, the gift of Mrs. Susan C. Beattie of this Parish. The 
bell, which was made at the Meneely Bell Foundry, Troy, 
N. Y., has a very pleasing tone and can be heard to the limits 
of the Parish. It bears the inscription, “To the Memory of 
William Edward Potwine, 1856-1917."—‘“To live in hearts we 
leave behind is not to die.” 

The bell first rang at 6 o'clock on Christmas morning, and 


was blessed at this service by the Rector, a goodly congrega- 


tion being present. May this fitting memorial ring out the 
false and ring in the true for long years and generations to 
come, and call many to the House of Prayer. 

The services during the octave were seriously affected by 
the epidemic of influenza, which had broken out afresh during 
the week before Christmas. The children’s entertainment had 
to be omitted, though the Manger Service was held Sunday 
evening, December 22, with a liberal offering for the Armenian 
sufferers and needs in Bible lands. 

The Rector and family were kindly remembered by the 
Guild with a liberal purse, and many other gifts. 

On Thursday evening, December 12, the Rector preached 
to the Home Guards, who had elected him Chaplain, and we 
had a rousing Thanksgiving Service for the close of the war. 

The Vestry at their last meeting in 1918 voted to increase 
their Rector’s salary, and as soon as normal conditions obtain, 
it is purposed to hold an every-member canvass. The Advent 
Call was heard and obeyed during the first week in Advent. 
Daily Celebrations of the Holy Communion were held, with 
the special prayers put forth by the Woman’s Auxiliary, and 
most of the women of the Parish were visited. 

The Parish was honored during December by the election 
of their Rector to the Standing Committee, to fill a vacancy 
caused by the removal of the Rev. P. G. Snow to the Diocese 
of Texas. 

The Sunday School is much upset in its plans by the clos- 
ing of the School on account of the serious epidemic of in- 
fluenza. During the month of December many of our families 
were visited by this dread disease, though we are thankful to 
chronicle but few fatalities.

In less than thirty days after one of our clergy began his 
work in a Nebraska Mission, the apportionment to General Mis- 
sions of $60 was more than paid in full. “I never found it 
easier to raise money for Missions than right now,” he writes. 
“People are more willing to give than ever before and all that 
is necessary is a just presentation of the cause. I shall never 
forget the blessing the Board of Missions was to me when I 
depended upon them for partial support, and I never find 
greater pleasure than in presenting the needs of the Board to 
the Church.” 
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“Our Indian Mission, Orleans, Cal.” 


It has been some time since anything from “Our Indian 
Mission” appeared in the columns of The Sacramento Mission- 
ary, or as now The Paciric CourcHMAN. Since last writing we 
have lost many of our Church attendants, who have “gone out” 
either attracted by the good wages outside or to attend school. 
Because of the lack of high school facilities here almost all of 
our choir-girls and our organist have had to go out to school. 

This was the condition we were in when Bishop Moreland 
visited us on the festival of St. Michael and All Angels. The 
Bishop confirmed a class of two Indian girls, Daisy Dean Allen 
and Isabelle Annie Orcutt. The class was smaller than hoped, 
due to the exodus spoken of above. The Bishop has already 
written of his visit in the “Churchman.” 

Next in importance was the visit of the State Health 
Officer, Dr. Allen F. Gillihan and Miss Linda Mitschke, the 
tuberculosis expert, both of whom came to Orleans upon the 
invitation of the missionary, to look into the health conditions 
of the community, particularly as to the recent epidemic of 
typhoid fever. They studied conditions and made some sug- 
gestions which we hope will prevent another such epidemic. 

The missionary and Mrs. Baker have been busy as usual 
acting as doctor as well as scribe and general advisers. Many 
calls have come for help and clothing, and the appeal printed 
below is an example of those constantly coming: 


Dear Mrs. Baker I will drope you these few lins 
asking you to help me out a little. I would like for 
you to send me down some cloths for my children as I 
am so short of clothing for them this winter I will tell 
you this War has been some thing quite Bad We have 
never Been so short to support our Childrens as we are 
this year if you will Mrs. Baker dont for get that they 
are five of them underware and stockings and other 
cloths that you might have to spar are if you have any 
cloths that you might like to trade off for Baskets are 
if you no of any one who would have cloths to trad of 
for Baskets I have some here and will make more 
Write and let me no soon and if you send those cloths 
Write a letter a cuple of days head of time so I can 
Be at the Ferry to get them please send down some 
Turpentine and Liniment I will close for this time 
hope to hear from you soon with My Best Wishes and 
Regards to you all. 

I suppose Mr. Baker forgot all about sending those 
cards down. 


We sent what we could. The cards referred to are the 
Baptismal Certificates of the five children. Just another case 
as an example. A father of eight children came asking for 
baby clothes and shoes, saying he had too many children to 
take care of. 

Thanks to the Woman’s Auxiliaries and Guilds of Santa 
Rosa, Eureka and Napa, we have some clothes to help care for 
these appeals, but lack underclothes and shoes which are 
greatly needed. 

The Sunday following Thanksgiving Day we had, in addi- 
tion to the Eucharist on the day, our thanksgiving for the end 
of the war as well as the harvests. The Chancel was appro- 
priately decorated with fruits and grains. We then thought 
all of our twenty-three boys, whose stars are in the Service 
Flag and names on the Honor Roll safe, but a few days later 
came the sad news of the death of one, Edward E. Gilbert, on 
the field in France, so we will have to change one of the blue 
stars in the white field to a gold one in the red border. We 
hope this will not have to be done with any of the remaining 
twenty-two stars. 

Several of the old Indians have passed away, but the gen- 
eral health seems to be very good, and so far we have escaped 
the Flu. Two of the dead are Ieece Mary, one of the noted 
Indian Doctors of the Klamath, and Oak Bottom Mary, who 
was found dead on her old cabin floor, although the missionary 
had made all arrangements to have her taken to the County 
Hospital at Yreka, but, true to Indian custom, she preferred 
to die alone in the cabin she had spent her life in, refusing to 
leave it. 

The burning of the cabin of Phoebe Maddox in the forest 
fires on the Salmon River was disastrous for the old Indian, 
as she lost all she possessed and her garden. Her son had just 
been called in the draft and that left her alone to seek some 
means of shelter. An appeal to the Siskiyou Chapter of the 
Red Cross brought generous temporary relief. — 

Two trips were made by the missionary to baptise those 
not able to come to the Church. At one home the mother and 
two grown sons received the rite, and at the bedside of another 
her two nephews, one a lusty young soul of two months, was 
taken out of his basket for the rite, the other members of the 
family had all been baptized. 

The Chancel has been greatly improved by a large red 
dossal, the gifts of Mrs. Potwine and a communicant of the 
Church at Santa Rosa. 

The need of a barn for the saddle animals, so necessary 
on the long trails, is at present causing the missionary much 


anxiety. The barn used last year is no longer available, and, 
as buildings of all kinds are scarce in Orleans, there is only 
an open shed to protect the animals, and the hay is kept in 
another old building some distance away. A piece of ground 
has been given where eventually the rectory as well as the 
stable can be built, and now the money is needed to build the 
small stable, which will cost about $300. Already the mission- 
ary has received $45 toward the building, the Woman's Auxil- 
iaries of a former Chapel in Cleveland, and of the home parish 
of the missionary in Ohio each gave $10, and some old friends 
in Cleveland sent $25. This is a beginning and the missionary, 
the Rev. C. W. Baker, Orleans, Cal., would be thankful for 
more contributions to help build the barn. The lumber must 
be ordered very soon if the stable is to be built this year, as 
lumber can only be sawed during the rainy season, when water 
power is available. 

The Churches in Santa Rosa and Napa of this Diocese, 
and in Oak Park and Lake Forest, Ill, sent a nice assortment 
of presents, so the Indian children had a Merry Christmas at 
Orleans. 

The Bishop's telegram was telephoned in to me and yes- 
terday I announced that the offerings of the next three Sun- 
days and Christmas Day would be applied on the Diocesan 
Apportionment. At Eastertide we sent in $13 and yesterday 
the offering was $2, so we will probably have something to help 
in the final call for funds. The giving of these offerings to 
this purpose will probably prevent our sending in the full ap- 
portionment for Diocesan Expenses, but we will have sent in 
almost the entire amount by the end of the year, and also paid 
up in full the apportionment for Church Extension. That is 
not so bad for this Mission which never gave much before. 

Two of my girls will probably go to one of the Indian 
Schools next fall and I should like to have them confirmed.

Greetings to the Women of the Church from 
Deaconess Clark. 


Peace and happiness to you and your dear ones through 
the New Year.

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District of Idaho 
Bishop Funsten Answers the Advent Call.

The death of our beloved Bishop came to the Clergy, com- 
municants and citizens generally of Idaho as a great shock. 
Never was a man more beloved and esteemed by the whole 
community, regardless of Church affiliations, than Bishop 
Funsten. For twenty years he had been a father to all his 
Clergy, kind and considerate of their needs, and on many oc- 
casions helping them from his own salary to make their 
families more comfortable. 

He had been in almost perfect health up to a short time 
before his death. On Thanksgiving Day he preached in St. 
Michael’s Cathedral what many have declared one of his best 
and strongest sermons, though suffering at the time with a 
slight pain in his chest, which he feared might be the fore- 
runner of pneumonia. That afternoon he was examined by 
his physician, and told that his blood pressure was high, and 
that he must take care of himself. On Advent: Sunday, the 
day of his death, he did not go to the Cathedral services, but 
held the Chapel service for the students at St. Margaret’s Hall, 
which had been quarantined for influenza. In the afternoon 
he and Mrs. Funsten took a short walk, and he returned very 
tired. However, after eating his supper he felt better, and as 
late as 10:30 p.m. chatted with his physician, and talked with 
him regarding the extension of St. Luke’s Hospital. He re- 
tired about 11:30 p.m., and was soon asleep. Mrs. Funsten 
was kneeling at her evening devotions when she heard the 
Bishop breathing heavily. She rushed to his side, but without 
speaking a single word his soul passed into eternity. He 
answered the “Advent Call.” Physicians were summoned, and 
every means of resuscitation resorted to, but to no purpose. 
His death was due to angina pectoris, a sudden closure of the 
arteries of the heart, which apparently had been hardening 
for some time. 

Thus died one of our noblest Bishops, a man whose life 
was consecrated to his Lord and Master, as shown by every 
word and act. He was faithful to the Church’s interests in 
every particular, a devout student of God’s Holy Word, and a 
firm believer in its divine inspiration from cover to cover. 
He was one of the strongest optimists, and could see a bright 
side to every cloud, no matter how lowering it might be. 
Many times he was wont to say, “My work cannot fail because 
it is God’s work.” He was a leader of whom the Church may 
well feel proud, and his work in this Missionary District has 
been established upon a foundation which cannot be shaken. 
As an administrator Bishop Funsten had no superior, and the 
Church in Idaho owes her phenomenal growth during the past 
twenty years directly to his wisdom and energy. 

His funeral was held in St. Michael’s Cathedral, Boise, 
Idaho, December 4th, and was attended by a vast congrega- 
tion, there being assembled many of Idaho’s representative 
citizenry of all creeds to do reverence to his memory. The 
Governor and many of the State and city officials, the city’s 
Clergy of all denominations, and many of the Chinese and 
Japanese residents were present. All the Clergy of the Church 
throughout the southern portion of the District were present, 
as also Bishop Page of Spokane and Bishop Thomas of Wyom- 
ing. The funeral service was held by Dean Alward Chamber- 
laine of the Cathedral and Archdeacon Stoy of Pocatello, 
Bishop Thomas and Bishop Page delivering eulogies upon the 
late Bishop’s life. All business houses in the city closed, and 
street car lines stopped during the hour of the funeral out 
of respect to his memory. 

The Bishop’s remains were taken back to his native State, 
Virginia, and laid to rest in Hollywood cemetery at Richmond, 
accompanied by Dean Chamberlaine as representative of the 
Church in Idaho. A short service of prayer was held in St. 
James’ Church, Richmond, by Bishops Gibson, Tucker and 
Brown. 

The Bishop leaves, besides his widow, four sons, all of 
whom are in the service of our country, and one daughter 
who is engaged in Red Cross work in Washington. Mrs. 
Funsten will make her home with her daughter for the present. 

Bishop Funsten was a great builder. He leaves as his 
material monument in Boise the beautiful St. Michael’s Ca- 
thedral, the Deanery, the Bishop Tuttle Church House, the 
fine new Nurses’ Home, and St. Luke’s Hospital. Besides 
these, he enlarged the Bishop’s House, built a splendid addi- 
tion to St. Margaret’s Hall for Girls, erected Grace Church in 
East Boise and Trinity Mission in South Boise. The number 
of Churches, Chapels, Parish Houses and other buildings 
throughout the District has about quadrupled during Bishop 
Funsten’s administration. The present valuation of all Church 
property which he had acquired since taking charge of the 
District is conservatively estimated at almost $1,000,000. 

These words are the testimony of one who has known 
Bishop Funsten intimately for nearly sixteen years in the work 
of this Missionary District. To have known him was to love 
and admire his beautiful Christian character, and the inspira- 
tion of his life will long be treasured by his Clergy and the 
people of Idaho. 
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The death of the Bishop of Idaho on December lst was 
reported to the General Board of Missions, and the following 
minute adopted by a rising vote: 

“WHEREAS, The Board of Missions has been informed of 
the death of the Rt. Rev. James Bowen Funsten, D.D., Bishop 
of the Missionary District of Idaho, in his see city on the night 
of Sunday, December first, 1918; 

“Resolved, That this Board, in regular meeting assembled, 
receives this news with those mingled emotions which come to 
believers in the Life of the World to Come, when they learn

being carried on in the commonwealth of Idaho, never fal- 
tered, but always went breast forward in the line where duty 
clearly showed the way. 

“Born in 1856, as a school-boy, collegian and Priest, James 
Funsten lived amid the highest traditions of missionary 
achievement, so when in 1898 the Church called on him to take 
the spiritual oversight of the District called ‘Boise’ (which 
then included Western Wyoming and Southern Idaho) before 
he could accept his election, he had to overcome the natural 
modesty which he felt when he measured up himself with the 
task that was set before him. In the light of subsequent 
events, the Board rejoices over the record which the Bishop of 
Idaho leaves behind him: for it is good testimony to the fact 
that his election and consecration were of God, the Holy 
Ghost. Made Bishop in July, 1899, August of that year found 
him at work with nine clergymen to help him in a field seven 
hundred by three hundred miles in extent; 44 Church edifices, 
57 organized Parishes and Missions, and 1825 communicants 
made up his ecclesiastical heritage. On the verge of the 
twentieth year of his Episcopate, he was summoned from the 
spiritual oversight of 26 Clergy, 60 Parishes and Missions, 
nearly 3,000 communicants, and a school and hospital where 
‘the truth as it is in Jesus’ is constantly exemplified and 
taught.

TO strengthen the Brotherhood’s Junior Department by 
training and actively enlisting Boys of every Parish in Christ’s 
Army. 


Advance 

To realize these objectives, a definite plan for an Advance 
Program, to be operating by January 1, 1919, briefly includes 
the following: 

To place in the field as rapidly as possible eight Secre- 
taries, one for each Province. To reorganize Chapters depleted 
by reason of enlistment of membership in our Nation’s fight- 
ing forces, and to organize new groups to serve actively in 
Christ’s Army where no Chapters have recently existed. These 
Secretaries will intensify the work throughout the Dioceses 
and be under the supervision of a General Secretary. The 
plan likewise provides for a Junior Department Secretary, 
whose entire time will be devoted to the Church’s supreme 
opportunity, the Boy, bringing him into his proper relationship 
to the Church’s Army and so training him for Christian serv- 
ice that he will “not be ashamed to confess the faith of Christ 
crucified, and manfully to fight under His banner, against sin, 
the world, and the devil; and to continue Christ’s faithful 
soldier and servant unto his life’s end.” 

The National Council of the Brotherhood has enthusiastic- 
ally adopted the Advance Program; and a Committee of 
Churchmen, representatives of the various Provinces, is at 
work upon the financing of the undertaking. You are asked 
to share in the privilege of aiding the Church to prepare for 
the return of the men from the Front and for the realization 
of the new vision. 

We are face to face with a condition, not a theory. Many 
of our best men—all honor to them—have entered the coun- 
try’s service, leaving vacancies in the Church’s ranks and 
leadership. The Brotherhood of St. Andrew is the only na- 
tional men’s movement of the Church. Its sole object is the 
spread of Christ’s Kingdom. Admitting human weaknesses, 
it has never failed the Church. It is today interpreting its 
object by the Rules of Prayer and Service among the enlisted 
men; and it is carrying on at home. It is pre-eminently quali- 
fied by experience, organization and ideal to serve the Church 
during this period of reconstruction. Your Parish must choose 
whether it shall join with and support the Brotherhood in 
mobilizing the laymen of the Church at a crucial hour and for 
the highest service to which a Christian man may respond. 

A need never existed in the plan for the fulfillment of 
Christ’s program and the establishment of Christ’s Kingdom 
that could not be satisfied. With the knowledge that God is 
calling us to a larger service, our hearts are strengthened as 
we rejoice in the hope of every man’s enthusiasm. 


Great eagerness is shown by the Bishops and other Clergy 
of the Church in the new Advance Program of the Brother- 
hood. Rectors in all parts of the country are making in- 
quiries at the national headquarters regarding the revival 
and establishment of Chapters, and a large correspondence is 
being carried on between the central office and all parts of the 
Church. Already a number of field secretaries have been en- 
gaged and are at work. Mr. Percy J. Knapp and Mr. Frank C. 
DuMoulin, two of the newly appointed field secretaries, have 
now been on the Brotherhood staff several weeks. Their first 


work has been in the Dioceses of Pennsylvania and Harris- 
burg. They have been received with great cordiality by 
Bishops and Rectors. These two men are now opening up the 
opportunities to be found in the Diocese of Connecticut with 
New Haven as a center, and a number of Chapters are in the 
process of formation. Mr. Gordon M. Reese has been engaged 
for special duty among the boys of the Church. At the present 
time, he is located in Michigan with Detroit as a center for the 
investigation and establishment of the boys’ work in that 
Diocese. To augment the efforts of the field secretaries, Mr. 
Shelby, General Secretary, and his associates in the national 
office are being used in many meetings and conferences and 
as speakers in the Churches, in promotion of the new Brother- 
hood plan. Mr. Shelby was recently present at the Synod of 
the Second Province held at Syracuse, where he addressed the 
meeting of the Synod as a whole and also a luncheon attended 
by many of its delegates. He has addressed luncheon meet- 
ings in Boston and Wilkes-Barre and a number of Assembly 
meetings have also had a visit. Mr. Spencer and Mr. Randall 
have also made visits in the Dioceses of Delaware, Connecticut, 
New York, Central New York, and Western Massachusetts. 

The outlook for the Brotherhood financially is bright. A 
large budget is needed and is being successfully raised. In 
each Province wardens have been appointed, selected from 
among the best available representative men, irrespective of 
membership in the Brotherhood. Through a personal canvass 
on the part of the wardens and by the impact of strong 
presentations made at carefully organized luncheon meetings, 
the Advance Program has been given wide and thoughtful 
publicity among the leading men of the Church. 

When the Advance Program was announced, striking com- 
mendations relative to its various points were received from 
forty-five of the Bishops of the Church, indicating a keen in- 
terest in and an appreciation of the extensive plans of the 
Brotherhood. The letters all show that the Bishops regard 
the Program of the Brotherhood as one in which the entire 
Church should be vitally interested. As an aid to those not 
familiar with the seven objectives of this Program, they are 
re-stated here: First, to create in every Parish a service 
group of men and boys who will be of genuine value to the 
Rector. Second, to make personal prayer and service a living 
factor in every Parish. Third, to make practical the Threefold 
Endeavor in every Parish; increasing Church attendance, 
men’s Bible classes, men’s corporate Communions. Fourth, to 
promote the devotional life of the family through the practice 
of family prayer. Fifth, to bring fathers, older brothers and 
kinsmen of enlisted men into practical and inspiring relation- 
ship to Christian service. Sixth, to show young men with 
increasing clearness the vision of the sacred ministry, serving 
as officers in Christ’s army. Seventh, to strengthen the 
Brotherhood’s Junior Department by training and actively en- 
listing boys of every Parish in Christ’s army. 

As an example of the inspiring letters received from the 
Bishops, we are glad to print herewith that of Bishop More- 
land, of the Diocese of Sacramento. This letter sums up in a 
very interesting way the various phases of the Advance Pro- 
gram and the writer’s viewpoint regarding them. It says: 
“Godspeed to the Brotherhood as it organizes for an advance 
all along the line. The plan proposed goes to the vital, funda- 
mental things of the Christian life. Picture in every Parish 
a group of valiant men, going over the top in every enter- 
prise for Christ. See them bringing in prisoners with hearts 
surrendered at every service. Among these are young men 
who have seen God in the trenches, their fathers and kins- 
folk, all alive with the new spirit of love and sacrifice. See 
the early Communions thronged, the Bible classes full of 
adults, the house of God crowded with eager listeners hanging 
upon the preaching of the Eternal Christ. Look into the homes 
and see parents and children kneeling about the family altar, 
all heads bowed in gratitude to God at meals and family 
prayer. Following the inspiring example of the men is an 
army of boys. From this consecrated host, as from those who 
have come out of the furnace of war, will be selected men who 
have seen God with the eye of the soul, who henceforth will 
be happy only as they preach and glorify Him. Whata glori- 
ous Program! God help the Brotherhood to make it a reality!”

The Passion and Exaltation of Christ. 
Francis I. Hall, D.D., Professor of 
Dogmatic Theology, General Theo- 
logical Seminary, New York. Long- 
man’s, Green & Co. $2. 


Another of the elaborate series of apolo- 


getic which the author has been slowly 
elaborating for some time past, with the 


deliberate, painstaking patience of the 


scholars of a far back time, that seems to 
lie in the shadows of the past days of 


huge folios elaborated through long years 


and then left in a long repose in dim old 
libraries. Authors of apologetics nowa- 
days spend themselves, as a rule, on sin- 
gle subjects only; they put forth many 
volumes, but it is rare enough to find one 
who in any sort adopts the plan of Dr. 
Hall. This is the Seventh Volume of ten 
and he says, “It is hoped that the re- 
maining three will be published at in- 
tervals of about eighteen months.” That 
is, it may be close on five years before 
the end is reached. But while there is a 
link of continuity binding together the 
several volumes, each one is enough of 
a whole to stand by itself and yield its 
quota of profound and scholarly learning. 

Obviously it would be absurd in a 
journal of this character, with its limita- 
tions of space, to attempt anything in 
the least degree verging on adequate 
criticism. But one can honestly and ear- 
nestly commend the study of this Series— 
the study, not the desultory skimming of 
the contents—to every student of the 
truths in theology, either clerical or lay. 
There may be hard reading in places,— 
so much the better as compelling thought 
and the analysis and reflection essential 
to mastery. There is too much desultory 
reading, and too general abandonment of 
everything involving mental labor, after 
the hands of the Bishop have been lifted 
from the ordinand’s head, as if with the 
graces and gifts communicated in that 
act, miraculous powers of absorption and 
assimilation were conveyed, rendering all 
search after further knowledge quite un- 
necessary, a work of supererogation. The 
steady plodding through these books of 
Dr. Hall would be an invaluable mental 
exercise for the clerical “slacker,” and it 
is even quite possible that accession of 
grace might filter into his mind, whereby 
he might gain truer conceptions of the 
underlying structures on which all theol- 
ogy is built up and at the same time gain 
almost insensibly a new and happy felicity 
in the imparting of them. And this is 
what Dr. Hall’s work will do if rightly 
used by a mind not too exalted for in- 
struction.

- Prayers and Thanksgiving for a Christian 


aie L. C. Rankin. Pilgrim Press. 
1.00. 

The author is a well known Congrega- 
tionalist in the East and this book, con- 
sisting mostly of short prayers for each 
day and for various occasions, markedly 
different from the compositions, long- 
winded, jejune and stilted, that used to 
mark similar efforts a generation or more 
ago. These are mostly simple and to the 
purpose. It is a sign of the times, too, 
surely, that there are prayers for Lent, 
short ones for the days in Holy Week (he 
does not call it Passion Week) for Good 
Friday, Easter and Pentecost. It would 
be rather a hopeless quest, one fancies, the 
search for anything of the kind in the 
devotional writings of his forbears of any 
other date than this day and generation.
